GERMANS  TAKEN 
IN  SOUTH  AFRICA 


LONDON,  Nov.  28.— An 
official  statement  on  the  op- 
erations in  East  Africa  tells 
of  the  unconditional  sur- 
render of  a  German  force 
under  Colonel  Tafel,  con- 
sisting of  12  German  offi- 
cers, 100  Germans  and 
3,400  natives.  The  force 
had  advanced  southward 
from  the  Mahenge  area  to 
Newala,  apparently  in  ignor- 
ance of  the  British  occupa- 
tion of  Newara.

TORONTO,  Nov.  3*. — Emphasising 
the  necessity  of  union  in  the  war 
against  German  militarism  and  au- 
tocracy, and  urging  obedience  to  the 
laws  and  decisions  made  by  demo- 
cratic governments  in  order  that  the 
end  may  be  attained,  Samuel  Com- 
ers, president  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  delivered  a  forcible 
address  to  a  large  crowd  here  tonight, 
which  was  mainly  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  the  labor  party  In  the  city. 
The  menling  was  primarily  on  behalf 
of  the  Victory  Loan  campaign,  and 
before  closing  his  speech,  Mr.  Com- 
pere appealed  for  generous  contribu- 
tions on  the  part  of  all  those  who 
could  not  actually  participate  in  the 
fighting  overseas. 

Mr.  Compera  declared  that  it  was 
apparently  a  fact  of  life  that  there  is 
little  worth  while  in  the  achievement 
of  the  human  race  unless  it  is  sancti- 
fied by  the  blood  of  man.  This  ut- 
terance, he  said,  would  not  have 
passed  his  lips  three  years  ago.  He 
was  a  pacifist  par  excellence  and  be- 
longed to  every  peace  society  of  which 
he  knew  anything.  He  then  referred 
to  the  efforts  for  international  peace,

"Fishing  vessels  sunk,  none. 
"British      merchantmen      unsuccess- 
fully   attacked,      including      one    pre- 
viously,  8." 

Last  week's  Admiralty  report  an- 
nounced the  sinking  of  17  British 
merchant  vessels — 10  of  more  than 
1,600  tons  and  leven  of  less  tonnage. 
The  week  previous  only  one  craft  of 
1,600  tons  or  over  and  five  of  less 
tonnage  were  sent  to  the  bottom. 

ROMS,  Nov.  28.— Italian  shipping 
losses  due  to  submarine  attacks  dur- 
ing the  week  ending  Nov.  26  were  one 
steamer  of  more  than  1,600  tons,  one 
under  that  tonnage  and  one  small 
sailing  vessel,  it  was  officially  an- 
nounced today.

Date  Is  Set  for  Sunday  by  German  Commander, 
Who  Is  Said  to  Have  Official  Sanction- 
Allies  Give  Warning  of  Consequences 


— General  Chaos  Is  Spreading

M.  McGregor,  are  still  work- 
ing In  the  outside  districts,  especial- 
ly on  the  Oulf  Islands.  The  returns 
will  not  be  In  from  the  Islands  until 
Saturday.  Ths  committee  Is  also  car- 
vying  out  Its  final  clean-up  drive  in 
ths  city.  Last  minute  subscriptions 
afe  already  beginning  to  pour  la  to 
headquarters  and   to   the   canvassers. 

Salesman  George  Bell.  M.P.P..  yes- 
terday received  a  second  subscription 
from  Pendray's.  A  few  days  ago  he 
received i  ths  first  subscription  from 
the  firm  under  the  name  of  the 
British  American  Paint  Co.  The  sec- 
ond subscription  came  from  Pen- 
dray's White  Swan  Soap  Works. 

Mr.  Bell  yesterday  also  visited  the 
dockyard  at  Esquimau,  where  he  was 
Introduced  to  the  men  by  Lieut.  R. 
H.  Wood,  chief  engineer.  Lieut. 
Wood  gars  the  salesman  a  whole- 
hearted reception,  subscribed  himself 
and  then  showed  him  around.  Mr. 
Bell  brought  la  as  a  result  of  his 
day's  thirty-five  applications  totalling 
$7.00*. 

The  youngest  subscriber  yesterday 
was  Miss  Mable  Doreen  Oakes.  who 
was  born  the  day  the  war  broke  out. 
Her  father  at  Esquimau  told  Mr.  Bell 
that  his  war  baby  had  to  have  a  war 
bond  of  her  own. 

Mrs.  Newbury  and  three  represen- 
tatives, aged  7,  $  and  $  years,  of  the 
♦•Mother  Goose  Club,"  which  was  or- 
ganised at  the  beginning  of  the  war 
and  has  a  membership  of  sixty 
youngsters,  appeared  at  headquarters 
yesterday  and  bought  a  bond  for  ths 
olub.  Ths  bond  will  be  paid  for  by 
the  earnings  of  ths  members.  The 
earnings  of  the  members  go  to  ths 
support  of  Red  Cross  aad  Patriotic 
work. 


LONDON.  Nov.  2$. — Half  a  million 
members  of  the  Kirghiz  tribes  were 
massacred  by  agents  of  ths  Russian 
Emperor  In  It  16,  according  to  a  cor- 
respondent of  The  Manchester  Guar- 
dian, who  has  been  traveling  in  Cen- 
tral Russia.  This  was  punishment  for 
a  rebellion  against  military  service  by 
the  Central  Asian  Moslems. 

Two  million  nomads,  who  have 
gradually  been  forced  eastward  by  the 
acquisition  of  the  grazing  lands  by 
the  emperor/a  ministers  and  others, 
who  filled  the  lands  with  peasants, 
took  part  In  the  rebellion.  Civil  war 
is  still  proceeding  between  the  no- 
mads and  the  Russian  peasants,  ac- 
cording to  ths  correspondent.

OTTAWA,  Nov.  2$.— A  statement 
issued  today  by  the  Militia  Depart- 
ment shows  that  during  the  first  15 
days  of  the  present  month  ths  total 
wastage  In  the  Canadian  Expedition- 
ary Force  exceeded  the  total  number 
of  recruits  obtained  by  9,150  men.  Ths 
total  wastage,  consisting  of  casualties 
overseas  and  men  discharged  in  Eng- 
land and  Canada,  Is  given  as  11,211. 
The  total  number  of  recruits  secured 
during  the  half  month  was  2.041. 

Casualties  overseas  for  the  15-day 
period  were  vary  heavy,  a  total  of 
$.268  men  being  placed  In  this  clssa 
Of  this  number  6,444  were  Infantry 
men.  The  balance  of  the  total  wast- 
age Is  made  up  ss  follows: 

Men  discharged  In  Canada,  418: 
men  returned  to  Canada  for,  discharge 
3.420;  men  discharged  in  England, 
131.  .    ' 

Ths  total  wastage  of  Infantrymen 
during  the  half  month  wss  8.4S8. 

Of  the  2.461  recruits  secured  in  the 
1$  days,  672  were  obtained  in  ths 
United  8tates.  1.344  4n  Canada,  and  5 
In  England.  A  total  of  844  men  joined 
the  ranks  of  ths  infantry;  4S6  became 
artillerymen:  44$  Joined  ths  railway 
construction  and  forestry  battalions, 
and  444  wars  drafted  Into  miscel- 
laneous units. 

It  Is  estimated  in  the  statement 
that  44  per  coat  of  the  total  casualties

Mr.  Oompers  stated  that  his  writ- 
ings in  connection  with  international 
peace  were,  at  that  time,  In  the  hands 
of  the  printer  for  publication. 

"Out  of  ths  clear  sky  came  the  Em- 
peror's declaration.  I  found  myself  f 
howling  In  the  wilderness,  fooled  and 
befuddled,  and  I  immediately  went 
back  to  the  printer  and  sot  hold  of 
that  dam  fool  stuff  and  took  It  back." 
hs  said,  amid  a  tornado  of  cheers. 

"The  German  Emperor,  he  who 
broke  the  law  of  God  and  man  in 
starting  this  war,  did  not  know  the 
host  with  which  hs  would  have  to 
deal.  I  ask  you  to  consider  whether 
all  those  false  pretences  of  his  for 
years  preceding  were  not  planned  to 
lull  the  nations  Into  a  sense  of  false 
security." 

He  referred  to  the  German  Socialist 
movement,  maintaining  that  there 
has  not  been  a  congress  of  labor  held 
but  what  the  endeavor  had  been  made 
to  foist  the  idea  of  German  militar- 
ism and  imperialism  as  modified  and 
represented  by  German  Socialist 
phtlosophy. 

"I  really  believed  they  were  sincere 
In  their  advocacy  of  International 
peace,  but  so  far  as  ths  othsr  'bunk' 
was  concerned  I  would  have  nons  of 
It,"  he  said.  "There  never  was  more 
sophistry  contained  In  philosophy 
than  that  which  was  contained  in 
German  socialism." 

Little  usehad  Mr.  Oompers  for  con- 
scientious objectors.  He  scorned 
them,  and  asksd  what  the  Kaiser 
would  say  to  any  man  who  declared 
himself  along  these  lines. 

Returning  again  to  the  question  of 
international  peace.  Mr.  Oompers 
stated  that  he  had  been  criticised  for 
not  counselling  the  sending  of  dele- 
gates to  conferences  at  Stockholm. 
Berne,  and  Petrograd,  In  which  Ger- 
mans would  participate.  He  declared 
he  had  taken  the  stand  because  he 
knew  the  conferences  were  tainted 
with  German  Influence. 

"The  first  duty  of  every  Canadian 
ja  to  do  everything  in  his  power  to 
unite  the  people  in  winning  the  war." 
he  said.  "I  have  known  of  your  politi- 
cal differences  for  some  time  past 
Tou  have  made  mistakes.  Just  ss  we 
have,  but  now  you  are  at  war,  and 
now  you  people  of  Canada,  regardless 
of  politics,  religion  or  anything  else, 
must  stand  united  to  bring  glory  for 
Canada  In  ths  war  for  the  freedom  of 
nations." 

Mayor  Church  occupied  the  chair, 
and  Mr.  Oompers  was  Introduced  by 
Sir  Wm.  Hearst,  Premier  of  Ontario.

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BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  Nov.  28. — (By  the  Associ- 
ated Press). — November  27  will  go 
down  In  military  history  an  one  of 
the  bitterest  days  of  the  battie  be- 
fore Cambral.  But,  despite  its  san- 
guinary, nature,  It  brought  little 
change  in  the  relative  positions  of 
the  contending  armies.  Taken  as  a 
whole,  the  British  may  be  credited 
with  a  slight  advantage  as  a  result 
of  yesterday's  work,  for  they  made 
some  advance  In  the  Hlndenburg  de- 
fences northwest  of  Bullecourt;  they 
gleaned  500  prisoners  In  their  attack 
on  Fontaine-Notre-Dame,  and  re- 
pulsed vigorous  counter-attacks 
against  their  positions  near  Moeuvres 
and  about  Bourlon,  Wood.  The  Ger- 
mans today  are  again  In  possessing* 
of  Fontaine  after  the  terrible  struggle 
of  yesterday,  but  the  British  posi- 
tions about  this  village  were  some- 
what Improved  by  an  attack  begun 
at  dawn. 

Every  report  from  Fontaine  lends 
added  evidence  of  the  fierceness  of 
the  battle. 

English  troops  in  the  first  few 
hours  of  their  determined  drive  had 
forced  their  way  through  the  village 
In  the  face  of  a  whirlwind  of  machine 
gun  and  rifle  fire,  and  In  many 
places  had  engaged  the  enemy  with 
rifle  and  bayonet  at  close  quarters. 
German*    Fight    Fiercely 

The  Germans  fought  like  tigers  for 
the  retention  of  this  place,  and  some- 
thing of  the  nature  of  the  British  on- 
slaughts msy  be  seen  from  the  fact 
that  they  were  able  to  capture  600  of 
the  defenders.  The  British  had 
scarcely  got  through  the  village  when 
the  Germans  sent  in  fresh  troops  for 
a  counter-attack  all  along  the  Fon- 
talne-Bourlon  Wood  Una  Two  divi- 
sions of  the  enemy  were  brought  up 
for  this  work,  snd  large  numbers  of 
them  were  hurled  against  the  British 
on  the  eastern  outskirts  of  Fontaine. 
For  hours  a  terrific  struggle  raged 
through  the  streets,  and  gradually 
the  British  were  pushed  back,  fight- 
ing step  by  step  and  Inflicting  heavy 
casualties  on  the  Oermsns. 

The  British,  however,  were  facing 
superior  numbers  in  their  weary  con- 
dition, were  unsble  to  bold  the  terri- 
tory which  they  had  gained.  Whoa 
night  closed  down  It  found  them  back 
nearly  to  the  position  they  hod  loft 
In  the  morning.  But  the 
were  unable  to  stir  them 
point.

Fontalne-Notre      Dame      was      today 
virtually    No    Man's     Land,   over    which 
swirled   a    never-ending   deluge   of    ma- 
chine   gun    bullets    into    the    ranks    of 
the  opposing  forces  drawn  up  on  either 
side  of   this   blood-drenched   little   ham- 
let.    A   bright   warm   sun   was   shining 
down  from  an  almost  cloudless  sky,  but 
It    brought    Uttle    cheer    to    the    battle- 
weary   German  and   British   troops,   for 
it  only  served  to  throw  Into  bold  relief 
the  awful  picture    of     desolation     and 
carnage  within  the  confines  of  this  vil- 
lage,  through   which   ail   day   yesterday 
grim     death     had     stalked   among    the 
contending     warriors.       It     is     probable 
that  some  parties  of  Germans  were  stlU 
clinging     to     their     secret    strongholds 
among    the    ruined     buildings,    or    that 
British   guardsmen   were  hidden   among 
the  cellars  at  various  points.     But  for 
the  most  part  Fontalne-Notre  Dams  was 
s  place  of  the  dead;  they  lay  about  the 
streets   to    tell   the   story   of   the   cruel 
tragedy   enacted   about    them.     German 
prisoners    of    the    third    guard    division 
and    4th   regiment   were  In   the   British 
cages  this  morning  as  a  result  of   the 
battle,   and   among   the   captives    wss  a 
battalion   commander,    who   was   caught 
with   many   of  his  men   in  the   rush  of 
the    British    through    the    village       In 
addition    to   the   five    hundred    taken    in 
Fontaine,    upwards    of      166    were    cap- 
tured   In    the    lighting     about     Bourlon, 
where     Engnlish     troops,     co-operating 
with  tanks,  made  some  advance. 
Tanks  Work  Again 
Tanks  wore  also  employed  In  the 
assault  on   Fontaine,  and  It  was  be- 
hind those  great  engines  that  ths  Bri- 
tish Guards  battled  forward  until  they 
bad  reached  tho  eastern  side  of  the 
village. 

The  German  counter-attack  re- 
sulted In  the  British  being  pushed 
back  through  the  hamlet,  aad  gars 
ths  enemy  a  claim  to  ths  reoccupation 
of  the  place;  bat  the  Germans  wars 
unable  to  remain  hi  Fontaine  la  force, 
so  that  they  toot  tho  village,  although 
the  British  did  not  gala  It. 

The  fighting  at  Boartoa  yesterday 
was  very  severe.  The  British  began 
their  attack  la  the  face  of  extremely 
heavy  mochtas  gun  Are  aad  rifle  Are. 


LONDON.  Nov.  3$.  —  The  second 
edition  of  The  London  Daily  Mall  today 

{contains  an  apparently  mutilated  tele- 
gram from  Petrograd,  dated  4  q' clock 
Wednesday,  indicating  that  there  has 
Been  a  renewal  of  trouble  there.  It 
says  there  has  been  some  firing,  and 
that ,  several  persons  have  been 
wounded. 

Maximalist  troops  have  occupied  the 
Petrograd  state  bank,  according  to  the 
Petrograd  correspondent  of  The  Dally 
Mall,   and    he   adds: 

"The  people  are  going  about  their 
business  In  the  most  ordinary  manner. 
Nobody  la  hurrying,  and  one  would 
never  guess  that  another  revolution  la 
In   progress. 

"Scenes  of  political  turmoil  have  now 
become    epidemic    here." 

Attitude  of  Allies 

LONDON,  Nov.  S3.— "It  is  under 
consideration  to  issue,  in  conjunction 
with  our  Allies,  a  reasoned  statement 
for  the  guidance  and  warning  of  the 
Russians  as  to  the  serious  results  that 
are  likely  to  follow  if  a  separate  pesos

ARCTIC  EXPLORER 
PROBABLY  DEAD 

Indians  Find  Indications  That 
Hubert  Darrell  Perished  in 
Winter  of  1910— Not  Been 
Seen  Since. 


DAWSON,  T.  T.,  Nov.  21.— Whai 
aeema  to  be  a  definite  Indication  or 
the  fate  of  Hubert  Darrell.  wall* 
known  Arctic  explorer  and  former 
Klondyke  miner  and  prospector,  waa 
secured  recently  on  the  Arctic  coast 
by  Bishop  Stringer.  Darrell  had  tra- 
velled, trapped  and  mined  In  and 
about  Dawson  for  years  before  coins 
to  the  Mackenzie  Valley.  The  traces 
of  hfm  were  in  the  vicinity  of  Ander- 
son River,  eastward  from  the  Mac- 
kenzie. Two  or  three  years  a*-o 
natives  brought  in  word  that  they 
had  found  an  inscription  on  a  tree  In 
that  locality  which  they  took  to  be 
his  farewell  message.  Bishop  Htring-- 
er  this  Bummer  met  the  natives  who 
saw  the  inscription'  and  had  them 
show  him  a  copy.  They  could  not 
read  English,  but  had  made  a  copy 
of  the  letters  as  well  as  they  could. 
The  Bishop  reports  that  he  learned 
that  a  camera  and  other  equipment 
were  found,  which  would  indicate 
that  Darrell  perished  after  the  in- 
scription was  written  and  that  at  the 
time  of  the  writing  the  man  was  in 
no  danger. 

Darrell  is. supposed  to'  have5>erished 
In  the  Winter  of  1*10  or  mi.  Bishop 
Stringer  spent  many  hours  with  the 
natives-  who  saw  him  alive  He  had 
hit  camp  on  the  Anderson  River,  ten 
or  fifteen  miles  from  the  camp  of  the 
Eskimos/  whom  he  visited  for  the 
last  time  about  Nov.  15,  1910.  In  tha 
following*  Spring  a  visiting  Eskimo 
found  Darrell  had  left  his  camp,  and 
on  a  tree  he  made  a  copy  of  the  fol- 
lowing Inscription: 

"lSlo;  got  frozen  112,  October  4th; 
leave  here  today,  November  24;  weat 
wayd  for  Mackenz,   10,  River. 

"Hubert  Darrell." 

Bishop  Stringer  Interprets  this  to 
read:  "1818.  Got  frozen  In  Oct  4. 
Leave  here  today,  Nov.  24,  westward 
for  Mackenzie  River.  Darrell  left 
bis  camp  and  waa  never  seen  again. 
In  March,  1916.  an  Eskimo  found  his 
camera  and  some  other  articles  in  a 
cache  fifty  miles  away,  and  signs  of 
a  camp,  but  tha  explorer's  body  was 
not  found.

BROUGHT  TO  JUSTICE

DAWSON,  T.T.,  Nov.  28.  —  Tha 
news  or  the  murder  of  an  Eskimo  wo- 
man of  tha  so-called  blonde  Eskimo 
tribe  waa  brought  here  by  Bishop  I. 
O.  Stringer,  who  has  returned  from  a 
trip  to  the  Arctic  coast.  The  woman 
la  auppoaed  to  have  been  killed  by  her 
husband. 

"Corporal  Conway,  of  the  Royal 
Northwest  Mounted  Police,  went  east 
along  the  Arctic  Coaat  aa  far  as  Cape 
Bathurst,"  said  Blahop  Stringer,  "and 
hoped  to  get  400  mllea  farther  this 
Winter  to  Coronation  Oulf,  the  scene 
of  the  tragedy.  Bathurst  la  400  mllea 
east  of  Herschel  Island,  so  that  means 
that  by  the  time  the  officer  makes  his 
destination  he  will  be  2,800  mllea 
from  Herschel.  Conway  .Intended  to 
bring  one  witness  aa  well  as  the  Es- 
kimo himself  back  to  Herschel. 

"The  police  stationed  at  Herschel 
Island  when  I  left  there  were  Inspec- 
tor Tupper  and  Constables  Cornelius 
and  Brooke.  At  Fort  McPherson  were 
Sergt.  and  Mrs.  Clay  and  Constables 
Deak  and  Cook.  Inspector  Tupper, 
who  la  a  sea  of  Sir  Charles  Hibbert 
Tupper,  expects  to  visit  Dawson  this 
Winter  or  next  Spring  on  his  way 
outside. 

"It  was  understood  that  Inspector 
Phillips,  of  the  Police,  waa  to  escor^ 
the  two  Eskimos,  who  were  tried  at 
Edmonton  for  the  murder  of  the  two 
Roman  Catholic  priests,  back  to  Her- 
achat  Island.  They  may  get  only  aa 
far  as  Fort  McPherson  Oils  Winter."

TORONTO,  Nov.  28.— Frank  H.  J.

BELGIAN  ARMY  IS 
READY  FOR  ACTION 


Reorganized  and  Re-equipped 
and  Vastly  Increased  In 
Strength,  It  Awaits  Moment 
for  Final  Stroke  at  Enemy, 


HAVRE,  Nov.  28. — Ten  divisions 
strong,  the  Belgian  army  la  ready  to 
take  its  place  in  the  offensive  In  Flan- 
ders whenever  the  word  Is  given.  The 
Belgian  Minister  of  War  today  told 
the  Associated  Press  that  the  Bel- 
gian army  was  composed  of  117,000 
men  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  In- 
creased by  20,000  volunteers  In  August, 
1814,  and  reduced  to  60,000  men  after 
the  battle  of  the  Tser.  Since  then 
by  the  enrolment  of  Belgian  refugees 
and  the  enlistment  of  volunteers  who 
have  braved  the  live  wire  barriers 
on  the  Holland  frontier  it  has  been 
brought  up  to  ten  divisions  of  well- 
trained  troops. 

"If  our  army  has  not  undertaken 
operations  of  a  wider  scope  up  to  this 
time."  said  the  Minister,  "It  la  because 
it  does  not  devolve  on  It  to  decide  the 
moment  when  these  operations  should 
begin.  The  army  Is  only  a  part  of 
the  combined  Allied  forces  acting  In 
unison  and  in  accordance  with  cars'* 
fully  developed  plans.  The  army  has 
valiantly  Sited  the  role  that  has  been 
assigned  to  It.  It  has  Just  proved 
by  its  brilliant  participation  in  tha 
last  offensive  In  Flanders  that  it  la 
ready  to  attack  with  fervor  and 
awaits    Impatiently    the   hour." 

Summarising  the  work  of  the  Bel- 
gian army  during  the  war  and  refer- 
ring to  Its  difficulties  and  lack  of 
equipment,  the  Minister  recalled  that 
In  August,  1*14,  the  army  had  only 
one  machine  gun  for  each  1.000  men, 
only  throe  field  guns  per  400  men. 
with  ammunition  for  only  about  800 
shots  for  each  piece.  It  had  no 
light  mortars,  no  heavy  artillery,  no 
grenades,  no  trench  equipment,  no 
ambulances,  no  pontoons,  act  a  single 
motor  cycle.  It  had  only  1.000  bi- 
cycles, two  captive  balloons,  a  few 
superannuated  aeroplanes  and  a  few 
posts  of  wireless  telegraphy. 

"In  August.  1817,'*  said  the  Mlnla- 
tar,  "the  Belgian  army  had  twelve 
times  aa  many  machine  guns  as  In 
1814,  seven  times  aa  many  field  guns 
and  heavy  pieces,  with  five  times  as 
much  ammunition  aa  waa  on  hand 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 

"The  Impression  has  got  abroad 
that  the  Belgian  army  was  reorganis- 
ed aad  re-equipped  enUraly  by  our 
Allies  Is  aa  error.  Belgiam.  exiled  and 
deprived  of  all  bar  rosonrooa.  re- 
ceived generous  hospitality  aad 
powerful  aid  from  her  glorious  Al- 
lies. It  waa  on  French  aad  British 
soil  that  all  was  ta  ba  done,  bat  Bet- 
sians  themselves  took  ap  the  work  of 
reconstruction.  The  Belgian  army 
created  by  Its  own  efforts  the  greater 
part  of  what  waa  Indispensable  for  It 
to  live  aad  fight.  It  to  building  Its 
owa  ceuaon.  making  Its 
and  projectiles."

Hon,  N.  W.  Rowell  Makes 
Strong  Appeal  at  Public 
■Meeting  in  Simcoe,  Ont.— 
Premier's  Tour  Continued. 


SIMCOE,  Ont,  Nov.  28.— Sir  Robert 
Borden,  accompanied  by  Hon.  N.  W. 
Rowell.  aad  Hon.  W.  A.  Charlton, 
Unionist  candidate  for  Norfolk,  ad- 
dressed over  2.000  men  and  women 
here  today.     Many  were  turned  away. 

The  Ministerial  Association  of  the 
town  supports  tha  Unionist  Govern- 
ment In  a  body. 

If  there  ever  waa  a  day  when  Can- 
adians should  be  united  In  a  common 
purpose  In  order  that  Canada  shall 
not  die,  that  time  la  now,  declared 
Hen.  Mr.  Chariton.  "We  all  hoped 
that  the  Just  cause  might  prevail,  but 
it  might  not  unless  we  supported 
those  struggling  for  us  In  the  smoke 
of  battle.  There  had  been  no  refer- 
endum in  1804.  he  ■  aald.  when  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier  amended  the  Militia 
Act,  which  recognised  the  principle 
of  conscription.  The  principal  objec- 
tion or  the  farmers  waa'  that  their 
sons  were  being  taken,  but  It  waa 
not  tbe  intention  of  the  act  to  take 
farm  labor  when  it  might  be  more 
useful  on  the  farms  than  in  the  army. 
In  Norfolk  there  had  been  488  appli- 
cations for  exemption  and  only  65 
had  been   refused. 

Ex-Mayor  Oliver  of  Toronto  spoke 
briefly.  "Are  we  going  to  forsake 
the  men  at  the  front."  he  asked. 
"That  Is  all  there  is  to  It,"  and  the 
audience   answered   "No." 

Hon.  Mr.  Rowell  paid  a  tribute  to 
the  candidate,  if  there  ever  was  a 
man  who  wanted  peace  it  was  Hon. 
Mr.  Charlton,  but  he  saw  that  the 
only  way  to  peace  waa  through  the 
path  of  service.  What  was  the  use 
at  saying  we  were  In  favor  of  the 
prosecution  of  the  war  If  we  denied 
the  government  the.  necessary  way 
successfully  to  prosecute  tha  war.  He 
dealt  with  tbe  Australian  situation. 
The  referendum  designed  by  Premier 
Hughes  aa  an  Instrument  to  preserve 
the  unity  of  the  labor  party  had  split 
thy  party  In  two  and  he  bad  to 
favor  a  coalition  government.  The 
referendum  In  Canada  waa  proposed 
for  the  same  political  purpose.  Aus- 
tralia had  found  that  voluntary  en- 
listment was  Insufficient  and  the 
government  had  staked  its  existence 
on  the  new  referendum  to  provide  re- 
inforcements by  compulsory  methods. 
Mr.  Rowell  was  cheered  when  he  de- 
clared: "If  you  ask  me  shall  we  keep 
our  pledge  to  the  dead  as  well  as  to 
the  living,  I  any  there  Is  one  way  to 
keep  a  pledge,  and  that  la  to  redeem 
It.      Back  up  the  men  at  the  front 

"War  cannot  be  carried  on  by  re- 
ferendum. Russia  has  tried  It  and 
look  at  Russia  today." 

Sir  Robert  Borden  was  accorded  a 
fine  reception.  His  speech  waa 
largely  a  repetition  of  his  former  ad- 
dresses in  this ,  week's  tour.  When 
the  premier's  train  paased  through 
Ottervllle  a  crowd  had  gathered  on 
the  platform  to  give  him  a  cheer.

GERMANY  FEARS 

NORWAY'S  ENTRY 


Said  to  Threaten  Occupation  of 
Denmark  if  Northern  King- 
dom is  Provoked  Into  War 
by  Atrocities, 


COPENHAGEN,  Nov.  28.— Behind 
the  meeting  of  the  Scandinavian 
monarch*  and  minister*  at  Christl- 
anla  laet  week  Ilea  the  tear,  unfound- 
ed though  it  may  be,  of  Norway*!  en- 
try Into  the  war  and  of  the  German 
menace  that,  in  this  case,  she  should 
feel  called  upon  to  occupy  Denmark 
ae  a  counter-measure. 

The  Associated  Press  learns  from 
a  responsible  source  that  the  confer- 
ence, which  was  arranged  in  view  of 
an  intimation  from  Germany  that  the 
growth  of  antl-Oerman  senUment  In 
Norway,  particularly  after  the  sink- 
ing- of  the  convoy  in  the  North  Sea 
by  German  cruisers,  Is  being  forward- 
ed with  concern  by  Germany  and 
that  it  Is  feared  Norway  might  be 
Impelled,  either  by  excited  public 
opinion  or  pressure  from  the  Allied 
side,  to  enter  the  struggle,  at  least  to 
the  point  of  granting  a  naval  base  to 
England  and  the  United  States,  in 
which  event  Germany  would  feel  call- 
ed upon  to  seize  a  corresponding  base 
In  Denmark. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  information  at 
Copenhagen,  word  was  hurriedly  sent 
to  King  Gustavof  Sweden,  and  Den- 
mark's most  prominent  citizen.  Pres- 
ident Andersen,  of  the  Danish  Bast 
Asiatic  Company,  who  Is  high  in  the 
confidence  of  Berlin  as  well  as  Lon- 
don, was  dispatched  to  Berlin  to  ver- 
ify the  report,  and  if  possible  to 
change  the  German  atUtude.  Mr. 
Andersen  confered  with  Dr.  von 
Kuehlmann,  Secetary  for  Foreign  Af- 
fairs at  Berlin,  and  he  confirmed  the 
report,  adding  that  In  consequence  of 
the  Italian  and  Russian  developments 
the  military  and  pan-German  ele- 
ments were  again  in  the  saddle  in 
Germany  and  exerting  influence 
against  which  the  Foreign  Office,  with 
Its  more  moderate  views,  found  it 
most  difficult  to  contend.  King  Gus- 
tav  came  to  Copenhagen  and  spent  a 
day  in  conference  with  King  Chris- 
tian, President  Andersen  and  the 
Danish  ministers,  the  subject  matter 
of  the  conferences  being  covered  by 
a  display  of  gala  performances,  an 
opera  ballet,  ceremonial  banquet  and 
the  conventional  interchange  of 
speeches. 

As  a  result  of  the  conference  a  de- 
cision was  reached  to  make  every 
possible  effort  to  moderate  the  ex- 
cited Norwegian  senUment  and  con- 
tinue the  three  Scandinavian  king- 
doms in  the  path  of  Joint  neutrality. 

King  Gustav  returned  to  Stockholm 
and  launched  the  suggestion  of  a  con- 
ference for  the  three  kings,  accom- 
panied by  the  Premiers  and  Foreign 
Ministers,  at  Chrlsttanla,  which  was 
aocepted,  the  Norwegians  being  flat- 
tered with  the  thought'  of  the  first 
visit  from  a  Swedish  monarch  to  the 
Norwegian  capital  since  the  separa- 
tion of  the  two  countries. 

It  Is  difficult  to  Judge  how  far  Ger- 
manjyvas  actuated  in  Its  step  by  gen- 
uine rear  of  Norwegian  action  and 
how  far  by  a  desire  to  force  Norway 
into  toning  down  Its  strongly  anti- 
German  senUment  and  wave  the  'big 
stick"  over  the  three  countries  during 
the  pending  negotiations  with  the 
United  States  and  the  Entente  re- 
garding the  embargo,  and  thereby  get 
as  good  a  bargain  as  possible  for 
Germany. 

On  the  one  hand.  Danes  in  high 
position  and  In  the  secret,  with  whom 
the  correspondent  discussed  the  sub- 
ject, considered  it  utterly  out  of  the 
question  that  Norway  of  her  own  ac- 
cord would  abandon  neutrality,  and 
one  of  them  said  he  attached  no  im- 
portance to  the  sporadic  reports  of 
American  or  British  Intention  to  seise 
a  bass  in  Norway,  the  better  to  com- 
bat the  German  submarines.'  Prom- 
inent Norwegians  declare  that  war 
sentiment  In  their  country  Is  negligi- 
ble. The  same  view  has  been  ex- 
pressed In  statements  In  the  Norwe- 
gian parliament,  probably  Inspired  by 
the  German  warning. 

On  the  other  hand,  Germany  Is  evi- 
dently perturbed  by  the  state  of  Nor- 
wegian public  opinion.  The  German 
minister  to  Norway,  A'dmlral  von 
Hlntse,  who.  it  is  reported,  has  been 
sent  to  that  country  as  the  apostle 
of  the  strong  hand,  has  been  visiting 
Berlin  to  report  on  the  situation.  A 
Danish  member  of  the  German 
Reichstag  hag  Just  visited  Norway  on 
what  can  undoubtedly  be  described 
as  a  pacifying  mission,  and  a  mass  of 
inspired  editorial  matter  is  being  tel- 
egraphed from  the  German  press  and 
by  the  correspondents  In  Berlin  In  an 
endeavor  to  convince  Norwegians  of 
the  unwisdom  of  extreme  anU-Oer- 
man  feeling  and  of  the  benevolence 
of  German  tntenUons  as  respects 
them.      ,

Mexico  got  96,712,322  In  gold  up  to 
September  St,  as  compared  with  less 
than  a  million  dollars  In  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  It  It.

Allies  Will  Adopt  Decisive  Mea- 
sures if  Report  That  German 
Officers  Are  Advising  Him  Is 
Confirmed,

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  M.— Official  con- 
firmation of  the  news  from  London  that 
Oerman  staff  officers  are  In  Petrograd 
acting  as  military  advisers  of  the  Leulne 
faction  probably  will  be  followed  promptly 
by  action  on  the  part  of  the  United  Htatre 
and  Allies  definitely  to  plu.ee  the  Bol- 
ahevlkl  regime  In  the  list  of  Oermany'e 
Allies.  / 

If  the  Germans  are  there  all  doubt  as 
to  the  purpose  of  the  Bolchevlkl  Is  re- 
moved, and  the  diplomats  will  be  obliged 
to  withdraw  to  a  neutral  capital.  Huch  a 
development  undoubtedly  would  be  followed 
by  Immediate  cancellation  of  all  orders 
for  supplies  for  Russia,  both  In  the  United 
States  and  Japan.  Several  cargoes  from 
the  United  States  are  now  on  the  way  to 
Vladivostok,  but  these  can  be  diverted  by 
wireless  orders,  and  It  has  been  understood 
that  their  delivery  will  be  contingent  upon 
evidence  that  they  would  not  fall  Into  un- 
friendly  hands. 

With  Germans  openly  advising  Lenlne 
and  his  followers,  it  Is  assumed  that  ef- 
forts will  be  made  to  carry  Russia  Into 
the  position  of  aa  active  ally  of  the  Cen- 
tral Powers.  This  might  produce  a  most 
serious  situation  by  maktnr  available  to 
Germany  the  vast  stores  of  food,  oil  and 
cotton  of  Russia,  and  even  though  the 
Teutons  found  It  Impossible  to  convert  the 
disorganised  country  Into  an  active  mili- 
tary ally,  the  million  or  more  German.  Aus- 
trian and  Turkish  prisoners  held  In  Russia 
would  be  freed  for  service  with  the  Teu- 
tonic allies. 

Ever  since  the  overturning  of  the  Ker- 
ensky  government  military  strategists  here 
have  been  anticipating  such  conditions  as 
exist  today  in  Russia.  This  Is  -  one  of  the 
principal  problems  with  which  the  inter- 
Allied  war  council  In  Paris  Is  expected  to 
deal.  Without  being  bound  by  any  special 
instructions,  C61.  House  and  his  military 
adviser,  Gen.  Bliss,  will  co-operate  with 
the  representative  Entente  powers  In  fram- 
ing some  policy  to  meet  the  situation. 
Btronr  hops  Is  felt  that  an  attempt  toy 
Lenlne  to  turn  Russia  over  to  Germany 
will  meet  with  powerful  resistance  at  home. 
Any  action  decided  upon  by  the  Allies  will 
be  directed  at  the  petrogred  extremists, 
and  not  at  the  people  of   Russia. 

Reports  from  the  Don  Cossack  country 
that  the  Retman.  General  Kaldeln,  may 
be  the  master  of  the  situation  through  his 
control  of  food  which  Is  necessary  to  main- 
tain any  military  force  In  the  north  of 
Russia,  have  encouraged  military  experts 
here  to  believe  that  la  spite  of  the  aid 
of  his  '  Oerman  advisers  Lenlne  and  his 
faction   msy   be   brought   to   terms.

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M.  THOMAS  SPEAKS 

OF  AMERICAN  AID 


PARIS,  Nov.  28. — Albert  Thomas, 
the  Socialist  leader  and  former  Min- 
ister of  Munitions,  Influenced  by  what 
he  terms  exaggerated  statements  ap- 
pearing In  the  French  newspapers 
from  correspondents  In*  America, 
sounds  a  warning  note  In  an  article 
which  he  has  contributed  to  Infor- 
mation.    He  adds,  however: 

"But  the  Entente's  great  ground 
for  hope  in  the  midst  of  misfortune 
at  the  end  of  1917  Is  the  reality  and 
strength  of  the  American  co-opera- 
tion. Assuredly  all  exaggeration 
should  be  guarded  against.  It  Is  de- 
plorable to  see  day  by  day  In  the 
press  erroneous  figures  and  fantastic 
assertions,  which  must  m/rlea4  pub- 
lic opinion,  arousing  successively  un- 
founded enthusiasm  and  dejection. 

"What  has  been  written  at  times 
on  the  number  of  airplanes  under 
construction,  the  number  of  ships 
available  and  the  number  of  troops 
which  have  arrived  has  been  absurd. 
Even  official  Investigations  have 
shown  too  often  the  same  Inaccur- 
J  acy  and  Ignorance.  Yet  the  plain 
truth  Is  sufficiently  cheering."

PETROGRAD,  Sunday,  Hor.  25. — 
The  Bolshevik!  Government  contin- 
ued today  the  publication  of  secret 
documents  of  the  old  Government. 
Among  the  documents  printed  today 
was  a  telegram  from  Serglus  Sason- 
oft*.  former  Foreign  Minister,/  to  the 
Allied  countries,  dealing  with  the  ef- 
forts of  Germany  to  make  peace  be- 
tween Germany,  Russia  and  Japan 
through  the  German  Embassy  at 
Stockholm.  In  reply  to  Germany,  M. 
Sasonoff  Is  quoted  as  having  said  he 
advised  the  Japan  Ambassador  that 
Russia  was  wilting  to  listen  to  a  peace 
proposal,  providing  the  proposal  was 
made  to  Russia.  Great  Britain.  Franca 
and  Japan,  hi  which  event  he  would 
notify  Italy,  which  then  was  not  la 
the  alliance.

No  better  mwi  has  come  out  of  the 
war  son*  for  several  days  than  the 
statement  made  by  General  Maurice 
that  the  crisis  la  Italy  la  over.  Italy 
herself  ha*  withstood  the  terrible  on- 
slaught of  her  enemies,  for  the  Brit- 
ish and  French  reinforcements  hur- 
ried to  her  aid  have  yet  to  make  their 
•presence  fait.  If  what  General  Maur- 
ice says  la  true,  Venice  la  safe,  and 
there  are  hopes  that  when  the  Anglo- 
French,  reinforcements  go  Into  action 
the  tide  of  battle  will  be  turned  and 
the  enemy  once  again  driven  into  the 
mountain*.  The  Italian  Army,  by  the 
manner  In  which  it  has  fought  during 
the  past  fortnight,  has  wiped  away 
all  memory  of  what  happened  when 
the. enemy  broke  through  at  the  Tol- 
mlno  bridgehead.  The  country  be- 
hind the  arm/'  never  wavered  In  the 
face  of  an  Invasion  more  portentous 
than  any  In  'Its  history.  The  people  of 
Italy  closed  up  their  ranks.  By  doing 
so  they  Have  furnished  one  of  the 
brightest  pages  In  their  military  an- 
nals, for  the  labors  they  have  under- 
bid fair  to  serve  as  an  inspiring

example  throughout  the  Allied  world. 
Germany,  by  her  onslaught  on  the 
Italian  Army,  ha*  accomplished  more 
than  she  bargained  for  In  either  a 
political  or  military  sense.  She  has 
called  Into  existence  on  the  plains  of 
Vanetla  an  Anglo-French  army  tried 
In  too  crucible  of  war  and  headed  by 
two  of  the  ableet  of  the  Allied  gen- 
erate. She  has  given  Austria  another 
enemy  In  the  United  States,  for  it  is 
certain  when  Congress  meets  next 
weak  that  one  of  its  first  act*  will  be 
a  declaration  of  war  against  Austro- 
Hungary.  The  offensive  which  was 
arrested  on  the  Plave  lines  has  solidi- 
fied public  opinion  In  Italy.  It  has 
called  forth  greater  organization  to 
remedy  the  defects  which  made  such 
an  attack  possible.  It  had  led  to  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  Allied 
War  Council,  which  It  la  hoped  will 
promote  better  co-ordination  on  all 
fronts.  Technically  the  assault  on  the 
Isonao  lines  was  a  Teutonic  victory, 
but  In  reality,  and  by  the  judgment 
of  history,  It  will  prove  to  have  been 
a  trumpet  call  to  the  forces  of  civil- 
isation to  put  forth  all  their  energies 
to  combat  the  powers  of  evil.  Ger- 
many, when  ahe  engineered  the  of- 
fensive, did  so  to  keep  Austria  at  her 
side  In  the  war.  To  this  extent  her 
purpose  haa  possibly  been  accom- 
plished, but  aa  well  she  haa  awakened 
Italy,  summoned  to  her  aid  the 
strength  of  her  Allies,  and  shaken  off 
•rein  *-»•  peoples  In  the  Entente  coun- 
tries a  feeling  of  lethargy  which  bid 
fair  to  weaken  their  resolution  to 
achieve  victory.

We  gather  that  It  Is  part  of  the 
policy  of  the  Laurier-Llberal  candi- 
dates In  the  present  campaign  to  ex- 
plain the  attkude  of  the  English 
preen  of  Canada  by  saying  that  the 
newspapers  have  been  bribed  to  sup- 
port Union  Government.

ties  press  advocated  half-hearted 
measures;  If  It  wore  as  tinned  that 
what  we  shall  do  la  the  war  were  toft 
to  the  Individual  opinion  of  each  dd- 
of  all  the  country's  re- 
being  harnessed  and  thrown 
Into  the  Allied  scale*.  It  would  bo  re* 
creant  to  it*  duty  to  civilisation  and 
faithless  to  the  men  of  oor  race  who. 
during  the  first  tfiree  years  of  the 
etruggle,  voluntarily' threw  themselves 
Into  the  breach  to  stem  the  tide  of 
militarism.  It  Is  because  the  press 
believes  that  we  owe  these  men  all 
the  support  whleh  the  country  la 
capable  of  giving  that  practically 
every  newspaper  In  Canada  published 
In  the  English  tongue  is  supporting 
the  Union  Government.  Wo  defy  a 
Single  Laurier-Llberal  candidate  to 
prove  that  the  contrary  la  the  caee. 
What  they  have  to  say  about  the  press 
1s  said  purely  for  political  motives.V 
They  esteem  It  their  duty  to  explain 
to  their  audiences  why  It  is  they  have 
to  fight  this  election  contest  with  so 
little  newspaper  support,  and  bow 
they  do  that  Is  by  a  policy  of  mis- 
representation which  cannot  delude 
anyone.  There  la  one  explanation, 
and  only  one.  of  the  stand  which  the 
English  newspapers  of  the  Dominion 
have  taken  on  the  subject  of  Union 
government,  and  It  Is  all  contained  In 
the  simple  word — Patriotism. 

Newspapers  like  The  Toronto  Globe 
and  The  Manitoba  Free  Frees  have 
not  changed  their  polities  since  the 
formation  of  a  Union  Government.

Paciflsts,  whether  they  know  It  or 
not,  are  seeking  to  perpetuate  the 
causes  which  brought  about  the  pre- 
sent war.  It  was  pacifism  which  made 
Britain  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  many 
warnings  of  the  late  Lord  Roberts, 
who  preached  preparedness  against 
the. German  menace.  It  Is  pacifism 
today  which  Is  seeking  to  undermine 
the  strength  of  the  Allied  nations,  so 
that  Germany  will  emerge  victorious 
from  the  war  and  remain  the  domin- 
ant power  of  the  future.  Pacifism  Is  ( 
the  surest  way  to  keep  the  German 
Kaiser  on  his  throne.  If  it  prevails 
to  any  degree  it  Is  certain  to  precipi- 
tate a  greater  war  In  the  future,  for 
pacifists,  willingly  or  unwillingly,  are 
Germany's  allies.  No  one  likes  war 
for  war's  sake  save  those  who  are  In- 
oculated with  the  spirit  of  militarism. 
If  that  spirit  is  to  emerge  from  the 
present  world  conflict  hardened  by 
the  fires  of  victory  the  world  will  rest 
under  a  graver  menace  than  any  of 
the  past  We  do  not  aay  all  pacifists 
are  German  agents,  but  many  of  them 
are,  and  the  number  who  are  In  the 
pay  of  the  Wilhelmstrasse  is  great. 
All  pacifists  foregather  on  a  common 
ground,  for  in  such  a  war  aa  this, 
when  the  Interests ~of  civil lwUlon  are 
at  stake,  they  are  the  foes  of  a  com- 
mon freedom. 

We  have  an  Instance  In  Petrograd 
as  to  whither  pacifism  tends.  M. 
Lenlne  and  his  associates  are  being 
assisted  by  German  military  officers  in 
their  effort*  to  blunt  the  sense  of 
honor  In  their  country.

Announcement  oi  the  intention  of 
the  British  Columbia  Government  to 
reorganize  the  Provincial  Police  De- 
partment, a  reorganisation  which  may 
CL.i  for  the  Introduction  of  a  mounted 
and  uniformed  police  force  and  amal- 
gamation to  some  extent  at  least  of  the 
duties  of  the  police  and  game  and  tire 
protection  departments,  waa  recently 
contained  in  The  Colonist.  So  far  the 
steps  intended  to  be  taken  have  been 
given  no  publicity  by  the  Attorney-

ried on.  The  message  given  below, 
and  received  yesterday  from  Winni- 
peg, was  brought  to  Attorney -General 
Karris'  attention  last  night,  but  beyond 
admitting  that  he  understood  that  Mr.

It  can  be  taken  for  granted, 
howeve/,  that  if  Mr.  McRae  Is  coming 
to  Victoria,  it  Is  at  the  request  of  the 
Government.

WINNIPEG,  Nov.  28.— It  Is  reported 
here  that  J.  C.  McRae,  formerly  chief 
of  the  Winnipeg  police  force,  may  be 
appointed  Police  Commissioner  for 
British  Columbia.  The  present  head 
of  the  British  Columbia  Provincial 
force  is  Colin  Campbell,  who  carries 
the  title  of  superintendent. 
'  Mr.  McRae  left  Winnipeg  for  Vic- 
toria on  Sunday,  and  It  is  said  that  his 
mission  will  include  an  Inquiry  into 
the  police  department  of  the  Pacific 
Province  for  the  purpose  of  suggest- 
ing to  the  Government  possible  Im- 
provements, such  as  the  establishing 
of  a  mounted  force,  the  uniforming  of 
the  police  and,  perhaps,  also  the  com- 
bination of  game  and  fire  protection 
services  with  police  duties. 

Mr.  McRae  was  chief  of  police  In 
Winnipeg  for  thirty  years,  and  was  ap- 
pointed in  1915  by  the  Norris  Govern- 
ment as  special  commlslsoner  to  take 
charge  of  the  prosecution  of  members 
of  the  Roblln  Government,  as  well  as 
Contractor  Kelly,  in  connection  with 
the  alleged  fraud  on  public  works  con- 
struction. As"  chief  of  police  he  was 
connected  with  many  Important  cases 
here,  and  personally  arrested  the  mur- 
derer of  Dr.  Cronin,  who  was  killed  by 
the  Clan-na-Gael  in  Chicago  in   1888.

Mr,  Stuart  Henderson  Opens 
His  Federal  Campaign  — , 
Government  Under  Control 
of  'Monied  Interests. 


Mr.  Stuart  Henderson  opened  his 
Federal  election  campaign  against  the 
Onion  Government  before  700  enthusi- 
astic persons  In  the  Princess  Theatre 
last  night.  Outside  of  the  chairman, 
Mr.  W.  T.  Andrews,  Mr.  Henderson 
was   the  only   speaker. 

"What  is  the  object  of  this  Union 
Government  And  its  conscription?" 
asked    Mr.    Henderson. 

"There  can  be  no  other  object  than 
to  get  all  the  men  out  of  Canada, 
willy  Billy,  that  are  against  those  be* 
hind  the  government,  and  Lrlng  In 
Chinese  cheap  labor,  so  that  they  can 
make  more  profit,"  he  replied.  "There 
Is  no  other  feeling  In  the  government 
or  In  the  men  behind  the  government 
than  to  set  men  to  fight  for  them  and 
that  their  Interests  shall  be  protected. 
That  has  been  the  history  of  nation 
after  nation  since  wars  began.  The 
poor  have  had  to  give  their  lives  that 
the  baron  might  profit  and  his  name 
go  down  in  history.  It  would  be  a 
sorry  day  for  the  world  If  the  Central 
empires  are  not  crushed,  but  I  don't 
think  the  Union  Government  Is  doing 
much  towards  that  end. 

"My  quarrel  is  with  the  Union  Gov* 
,,  eminent.  They  will  tell  you  that  there 
must  be  no  parties  during  this  war 
and  then  what  do  they  do?  They 
start  in  to  form  a  party  themselves. 
But  In  order  to  hsve  government  you 
must  have  opposition.  I  tell  you  that 
without  parties  there  could  be  no  gov- 
ernment. Unleas  you  hsve  publicity 
and  criticism  you  don't  know  what  is 
being  done. 

"lDvery  argument  put  up  by  this 
Union  Government  Is  on  a  false 
premise.  Their  assumption  of  the 
win -the -war  cry  Is  false  because 
everybody  wants  to  win  the  war." 

Mr.  Henderson  expressed  his  pleas- 
ure that  many  leaders  have  with- 
drawn from  the  Liberal  party,  as  their 
leaving-  will  leave  the  party  free  to 
work  for  lower  tariffs  and  become 
more  radical.

Family  Never  Learned  Details 
of  Deed  for  Which  He  Re- 
ceived Award  of  Military 
Medal, 


One  of  the  Victoria  boys  who  won 
the  Military  Medal.  Sergt.  Archie 
Bunting,  son  of  Mrs.  Herbert  Bunt- 
ing and  the  late  Mr.  Bunting,  of  1461 
Hampshire  Road,  was  killed  In  action 
on  November  10,  according  to  word 
Just  received  yesterday  by  his  rela- 
tives. 

Sergt.  Bunting  left  Victoria  with  the 
30th  Battalion  in  February,  1915,  and 
was  transferred  to  the  7th  Battalion, 
1st  Canadian  Division,  on  reaching 
France.  He  was  in  the  fighting  zone 
for  two  years  and  seven  months  in 
all.  In  June.  1915,  he  was  wounded 
and  -disabled  for  a  time,  but  returned 
again  to  the  firing  line  and  was 
through  irtost  of  the  heavy  fighting 
since  that  time.  It  was  in  the  Spring 
at  1917  that  he  was  awarded  the 
Military  Medal,  but  beyond  mention- 
ing the  fact  in  one  of  his  letters, 
modestly  refrained  from  giving  de- 
tails of  the  action  for  which  the 
award   was  bestowed. 

The  soldier  was  28  years  of  age 
and  was  educated  In   England.

— All  per- 
sons subject  to  the  selective  military 
service  law,  Provost-Marshal-General 
Crowder  announced  today,  are 
charged  with  knowing  the  law  and 
accompanying  regulations,  and  failure 
to  comply  with  them  will  be  consid- 
ered a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by 
imprisonment  Failure  also  may 
cause  immediate  induction  Into  mili- 
tary service  and  will  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  right  or  privilege 
which  might  otherwise  have  been 
claimed. 


Denial  that  any  statements  such 
as  wove  quoted  in  the  press  of  Van- 
couver ware  made  concerning  Hon. 
John  Oliver  la  connection  with  the 
hearing  of  the  application  for  exemp- 
tion for  Mr.  M.  A.  Stewart,  Is  contain- 
ed hi  a  communication  which  Hon. 
John  Oliver,  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
hag  received  from  Messrs.  L.  McLean 
and  F.  J.  Scholfield,  the  two  civilian 
members  of  the  exemption  tribunal 
In  Vancouver,  before  which  exemp- 
tion was  claimed  for  Mr.  Stewart  on 
the  ground  of  his  export  agricultural 
knowledge  and  his  fitness  for  the  po- 
sition of  editor  of  The  Agricultural 
Journal.  The  Vancouver  press  quot- 
ed statements  purporting  *  to  have 
been  made  by  members  of  the  tri- 
bunal not  complimentary  to  the  Min- 
ister. The  communication  received 
yesterday  morning  by  Hon.  Mr. 
Oliver  was  as  follows: 

No  Decisions  Made 
"We  see  by  the  public  press  that 
you  appear  to  take  objection  to  some 
statements  made  before  the  Tribunal 
in  the  case  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Stewart's  ap- 
plication for  exemption.  We  wish 
first  to  state  that  this  Tribunal  sim- 
ply read  the  evidence  submittsd  to  it 
by  Mr.  Stewart  and  yourself,  and 
heard  the  evidence  of  the  military 
representative,  and  adjourned  the 
case. 

"No  remarks  or  decisions  were 
made  In  connection  with  this  ease. 
and  we  were  somewhat  surprised  at 
the  statements  which  appear, In  the 
press.  If  any  injustice  has  been  done 
to  you,  we  wish  to  give  you  every  op- 
portunity to  place  yourself  right  bo- 
fore  the  public,  and  we  will  adjourn 
this  case  until  such  time  before  the 
14th  day  of  December  as  you  may 
wish  to  appear  before  us  to  give  evi- 
dence. We  will  be  very  pleased  to 
hear  from  you  in  this  matter." 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver  has  already  made 
complaint  against  alleged  state- 
ments by  Lieut.  Gordon,  and  his  ob- 
jections thereto  were  sent  on  to  Mag- 
istrate Lennie,  who  has  replied  point- 
ing out  that  the  matter  hi  one  affect- 
ing the  military  authorities.  The 
Minister  has.  therefore,  sent  on  his 
complaint  against  the  officer  to  the 
military  authorities.

The  "vegetarian"  case  has  now 
come  to  an  end.  When  the  large  gen- 
tleman under  discussion  went  before 
the  medical  board  he  was  found  to  be 
largely  a  quantity  instead  of  quality, 
and  has  been  relegated  to  Class  E, 
meaning  "absolutely  unfit' '  The  trib- 
unal received  the  Information  over  the 
telephone  yesterday  from  one  of  the 
delighted  relatives  of  the  young  man, 
and  "thanks  for  kind  Inquirlea"  are 
probably  being  circulated  by  the  re- 
joicing family.

He  probably  feels  better  now  that  the 
matter  has  been  decided  for  him,  and 
he  has  also  for  once  had  a  truthful 
picture  of  himself  as  others  see  him. 
The    "Widowed    Saother" 

Probably  no  tribunal  would  turn  a 
deaf  ear  to  the  would-berexempted's 
claim  of  a  "widowed  mother."  It  is 
recognized  as  a  very  popular  appeal, 
but  not  many  of  the*  claims  have  been 
found  to   have  genuine  Justification. 

"It  Is  usually  found  that  the  'wid- 
owed mother*  has  quite  a  nice  bit  of 
money!"  eald  one  of  the  examiners. 

"We  have  cases  of  the  kind  where 
we  have  been  only  too  glad  to  do 
what  we  could  to  get  a  man  exemp- 
tion, though,"  qualified  this  speaker. 
-  He  told  of  two  parallel  claims, 
showing  great  distinction  under  ex- 
amination, however.  One  man  had 
come  in  with  a  very  specious  story 
that  he  waa  the  sole  support  of  his 
parents  back  East.  He  was  apparent- 
ly telling  the  truth,  but  when  the 
statement  came  under  closer  exami- 
nation the  claimant  was  unable  to 
produce  a  single  bit  of  evidence  to 
show  that  he  had  ever  sent  any 
money  to  anyone,  having  neither  post 
office  order  certificate  nor  letter  of 
acknowledgment  from  the  supposed- 
recipients  of  the  money.

In  this  clear  and  unequivocal  man- 
ner Dr.  Simon  V.  Tolmie.  Unionist  can- 
didate in  the  present  Federal  contest, 
addressed  the  members  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Great  War  Veterans* 
Association  last  night  at  the  associa- 
tion's rooms,  lower  Fort  Street.  Some 
250  women  cheered  him  heartily  aa  he 
declared  that  the  Union  Government 
was  a  fresh  start  being  made  by  Ca- 
nadians to  remedy  past  mistakes  and 
bring  out  to  the  full  the  Dominion's 
strength  in  men,  finances  and  ma- 
terial. On  that  Government  are  the 
best  of  the  public-spirited  men  on  both 
sides  of  politics.  At  this  juncture  the 
electors  must  give  them  support,  he 
affirmed. 

Emphasizing  the  need  of  constiip- 
tlon,  Dr.  Tolmie  asserted:  "I  am  sure 
we  would  not  be  true  Canadians  If  we 
do  not  stand  behind  those  boys  over- 
seas to  the  last  man  and  the  last  dol- 
lar." lie  pointed  to  the  needs  at  the 
front  as  a  call  to  those  lefc  behind  to 
greater  efforts.  "If  we  fail  we  will  be 
dishonored;  we  will  prove  a  disap- 
pointment to  the  Empire  and  the  Al- 
lies; we  will  be  greatly  heartening 
the  enemy." 

Dr.  Tolmie  pointed  to  the  necessity 
of  greater  food  production,  outlined 
from  his  Intimate  knowledge  of  the 
agricultural  position  In  Canada  and 
abroad  the  imperative  necessity  of 
greater  production,  and  Instanced  the 
steps  being  taken  to  increase  the  food 
output  problems,  which,  he  believed, 
he  could  be  of  service  In  solving,  If 
elected,  because  of  his  long  experience 
In  the  work  of  the  agricultural  and  live 
stock   branch  of  the  Dominion. 

'This  is  our  war.  You  and  I  must 
still  play  our  part.  I  am  afraid  In  a 
good  many  sections  of  Canada  today 
people  have  been  too  busy  trying  to 
reap  $2.26  wheat  and  talking  seven- 
teen-cent  pork  to  bother  very  much 
about  winning  the  wan  It  behooves 
us  to  rally  behind  the  Union  Govern- 
ment, to  the  end  that  its  full  war  pro- 
gramme may  be  carried  into  effect." 

Mr.  Joshua  Kfngham.  chairman  of 
the  Unionist  campaign  committee, 
made  an  effective  speech  urging  sup- 
port of  Dr.  Tolmie  and  pointing  to  the 
result,  so  far  ma  tha  war  is  concerned, 
should  the  fusion  government  be  de- 
feated. He  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
he  had  on  previous  occasions  roundly 
criticised  the  Borden  Government  for 
what  ha  considered  Its  glaring  failings 
in  connection  with  the  military  end  of 
Its  administration,  but  his  assurance 
that  with  a  Union  Government  past 
errors  would  be  corrected  and  a  sound 
and  aggressive  wln-the-war  policy  be 
evolved  and  carried  through,  bad 
satisfied  him  he  was  doing  the  right 
thing  In  supporting  that  Government, 
Mr.  Klnghem  explained  the  provi- 
sions of  the  new  election  act,  advised 
the  women)  aa  to  who  were  entitled  to 
vote  aad  the  steps  to  take  to  aee  that 
their  names  shall  be  on  the  list.  His 
appeal  for  workers  to  assist  In  tha 
campaign  *>'  Dr.  Tolmie  received  a 
hearty  iseauaai),  many  women  signify- 
ing their  Intention  to  take  active  share 
la  the  work.

dication  of  a  trained  sense  of  phras- 
ing, shading,  accent  and  rhythm, 
bred  no  doubt  by  weeks  of  careful 
rehearsals  under  a  skilled  baton. 
Sqme  numbers,  by  sheer  beauty  of 
composition,  rose  above  others  in 
popular  favor.  The  opening  number 
waa  in  itself  the  happiest  of  choices. 
After  this  rousing  "Viking  Song," 
with  its  refrain,  "There  are  steel 
ships  wanted  on  the  sea,"  the  audi- 
ence waa  in  mood  to  enjoy  anything, 
so  completely  did  the  fine  patriotic 
appeal  of  the  thing  penetrate  when 
aang  with  auch  fine  volume,  quality 
and  vigor  of  sound.  The  "Clang. 
Clang,  on  the  Anvil."  abetted  by  the 
piano,  was  a  vivid  picture  of  Britan- 
nia preparing.  ...  It  was  a  long 
time  until  the  same  composer's  "Song 
of  Proserpine"  was  heard,  but  it,  too, 
stood  out  as  one  of  the  finest  things 
of  the  evening,  being  an  excellent 
example  of  very  close  harmony,  and 
sunt  by  the  eighteen  voices  with  very 
great  dignity. 

It  is  sheer  limitation  of  space  that 
confines  special  mention  to  two  or 
three  others.  "The  Bells  of  St. 
Michael's  Tower"  (by  Sir  R.  V. 
Stewart),  was  an  exquisite  thing,  a 
"Ding  Dong"  refrain  by  the  male 
voices  opening  a  chorus  that  rapidly 
swelled  into  a  riot  of  many-toned 
bells.  A  wonderful  overture  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  beautiful  effect  of 
echo  produced  In  the  sound  aa  it 
faded  almost  lnperceptlbly  to  nothing- 
ness. Doubtless  the  other  "choicest" 
number  was  "Down  Saint  Peter's 
Road,"  a  Russian  folk-song,  which 
seems  to  have  been  happily  discover- 
ed for  the  occasion.  Perhaps  this  for 
sheer  haunting  beauty  should  rank 
first  in  the  evening's  work,  the  char- 
acteristic quality  being  of  chiming 
sound — the  ring  of  multitudes  of 
tiny  sleigh-bells  far  away,  advancing 
receding,  but  never  absent.  This 
quality  was  beautifully  sustained,  and 
Mr.  Petch'a  voice  has  never  been 
heard  in  anything  where  the  tone  ao 
perfectly  suited  the  work.  Mrs.  D. 
B.  McConnan.  the  other  soloist,  also 
did  admirable  work  despite  a  very 
bad  sold. 

Dramatic  Theme 
"Fair  Ellen,"  the  cantata,  splen- 
didly accompanied  by  Mrs.  Green, 
gave  a  Choral  Club  audience  for  the 
first  time  an  opportunity  of  hearing 
Miss  Denise  Harris  as  soloist,  and  also 
brought  back  a  veteran  baritone,  Mr. 
J.  G.  Brown.  The  composition  has 
a  narrative  which  lends  Itself  to  dra- 
matic music,  and  as  the  work  pro- 
gressed it  became  more  moving  and 
Impressive,  both  in  character  and 
rendering.  Miss  Harris  more  than 
justified  the  hopes  entertained  by  her 
friends,  revealing  a  voice  of  exquis- 
ite sweetness,  and  even  .brilliance,  of 
quality,  range  and  a  very  fine  musi- 
cal and  Interpretative  sense.  Mr. 
Brown  also  entered  Into  the  dramatic 
spirit  of  the  work  and  sang  a  part 
in  which  he  was  heard  many  years 
ago  with  the  fire  of  one  whose  ances- 
try compels  responsive  emotion  to 
the  sound  of  pibroch  and  drum,  this 
running  through  the  accompaniment. 
"The  Singing  Birds" 
The  ladles'  part  song,  "The  Sing- 
ing Birds,"  by  Sir  Edward  Elgar,  was 
sung  Joyously  and  rhythmically,  sug- 
gesting the  free  flitting  movement  of 
birds.  Sir  Arthur  Sullivan's  "The 
Song  Day  Closes,"  a  beautiful  "open" 
harmony,  closed  a  lovely  programme. 
Mr.  Parsons  made  a  splendid  accom- 
panist for  the  first  of  these  beauti- 
ful numbers. 

Mrs.  Green 
It  was  with  rapt  enjoyment  that 
the  audience  settled  back  to  listen  to 
the  pianoforte  group  played  by  Mra 
Gertrude  Huntley  Green.  Two 
Chopin  numbers,  Nocturne  in  F 
Sharp  major,  showing  are  liquid 
tone  and  revealing  this  artist's  gift 
for  "expressing  the  unexpressed;" 
and  the  Valse  Brlllante  .(Opus  34). 
the  sparkling  melody  with  Its  refined 
Are  and  wantonness.  In  which  the 
player's  flying  fingers  seemed  to  pur- 
sue the  composer's  fancy.  The  beau- 
tiful tone  and  grace  were  but  effects 
from  a  perfect  technique  linked  with 
supreme   interpretative  sense. 

Two  encores  were  demanded,  both 
musical  gems.  Moskowsky's  "Impa- 
tience," In  which  the  notea  seemed 
shaken  on  the  hearing  rather  than 
played,  revealed  a  new  art  In  tech- 
nique. The  pedalling  waa  also  beau- 
tiful, llynsky's  "Lullaby"  was  In 
quite  different  manner,  being  quaint- 
ly soothing.  Skilful  differentiation  In 
the  emphasis  of  tha  right  and  left 
hand  gave  wonderful  charm  to  tha 
interpretation,  and  It  waa  amid  thun- 
derous applause  the  player  finally 
left  the  stage,  carrying  an  enormous 
bouquet  of  chrysanthemums  present- 
ed to  her  during  one  of  the  inter- 
vals of  her  playing.

It  la  the  very  *eet  type  of  soldier 
that  the  British  Government  has  lent 
to  the  United  States  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  Instruction  in  modern  war- 
fare   at    the    big    military     camps    in 
Uncle     Sam's     country.      Mr.   W.    H. 
Davis,  superintendent  of  the  V.I.AA., 
who  has  been  down  in  Portland  since 
November    20,    has    just     returned    to 
Victoria,  and  reports  having  met  the 
party     of   British     officers   and    non- 
coms,  who  came  over  from  France  re- 
cently and  are  now  at  Camp  Lewis. 
"I   had  a  chat     with     most  of  the 
members     of     the     party,"  said   Mr. 
Davis.      "Sergt  A.  Campbell  who  will 
be  Instructor  In  one     of     the  special 
scientific  lines  of  military  work  Is  a 
great  big  athletic  chap,  about  six  feet 
two  in  height.     The  whole  party  Vere 
in    full    marching    order   Just   as    they 
would     be     in     the     fighting  line   In 
France,     and     carrying     their     rifles. 
They  created   quite   a   lot  of  interest 
everywhere    they   were   seen,    as   It    Is 
not  often  even  yet  that  men  in  Brit- 
ish uniform,   especially  'men   who  are 
In  'fighting  kit,'  are  seen  over  there." 
Sergt.  Campbell  is  well  qualified  for 
tho   Instructional   work    which   he   has 
been    sent   for.       He   Joined    the    Irish 
Brigade    in    1914.    immediately      after 
war    was   declared,   crossed    to   France 
and    gave    the    "Jerry"    (the    nickname 
which    the    boys    from      Ireland    have 
given    the   Hun)    a   good   reception   at 
the  battle  of  Loos.      This  was  in  1915. 
In  1916  the  Sergeant  was  through  the 
lighting    on    the    Somme,    being    with 
the    army    that    took    Gulllemont    and 
Glnchy.       The     next     big    fighting   In 
which     he   shared    was     at   Messines, 
which   he    described    to    Mr.    Davis   as 
being  "one  of  the  biggest  strongholds 
the  Germans     had     on     the  Western 
front."      The   position   was  carried   in 
quick  time.     Then  came  the  attack  on 
Ypres  'and   the  capture  of  many   im- 
portant positions,  f 

Three  Years  In  Franco 
Sergt.  R.  J.  M.  Ross,  of  the  Ma- 
chine Gun  Corps  of  the  British  Army, 
was  another  member  of  the  party  who 
proved  chatty  and  communicative. 
He  served  nearly  three  years  In 
having  belonged  to  the 
s  Own  Cameron  Highlanders 
for  four  years  before  the  outbreak  of 
the  war.  He  was  on  the  retired  list 
when  the"  European  disturbance  came 
to  a  head.  Oh  August  4,  1914,  how- 
ever, he  was  Included  In  the  mobilisa- 
tion order  calling  Territorials  to  the 
colors.  He  trained  in  Bedford  with 
the  Cameronlans  and  got  to  France 
in  time  to  spend  Christmas  on  the  La 
Bassee  front. 

"Neuve  Chapelle  In  March,  1915, 
was  a  bit  of  fighting.  Festubert.  in 
May,  was  bad.  We  lost  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  strength  there.  Then 
came  Aubers  Ridge.  At  Loos  the 
Sergeant  got  his  "Blighty,"  being  hit 
In  the  elbow.  That  was  in  Septem- 
ber, 1915.  He  went  back  to  England 
and  transferred  to  Machine  Gun 
corps.  He  was  back  on  the  Somme 
!n  September.  1916,  and  finally  shifted 
to  the  Arras  line.  He  was  through 
the  fighting  at  Monchy,  Ypres  and 
Cambral  before  he  got  orders  for 
duty  in  England  and  went  home. 
Another  Fighter 
Sergt.  Harry  Lewis,  of  the  Tenth 
Manchesters,  one  of  the  instructors 
bound  for  Camp  Lewis  at  the  time 
Mr.  Davis  met  him.  was  sent  to 
Egypt  in  September,  1914,  and  cam- 
paigned round  Ishmall  until  the  fol- 
lowing February,  when  the  Manches- 
ters were  sent  to  the  Dardanelles. 
They  landed  in  April,  and  In  June  he 
was  wounded  and  sent  to  Malta,  to 
recover.  He  saw  some  of  the  older 
fighting  days  of  the  British  Army, 
having  been  with  the  Royal  Marine 
Artillery  in   1882.

MILK  PRICES  PROBABLY 
ADVANCING  AGAIN 


Some  of  the  Local  Dairymen 
Will  Increase  on  December  1 
to  14  Pints  for  the  Dollar- 
Food  Costly — Labor  Short, 


There  Is  a  likelihood  that  the  price 
of  milk  will  be  advanced  again  within 
the  next  few  days,  some  of  the  dairy- 
men having  stated  their  intention  of 
putting  the  price  up  to  14  Instead  of 
16  pints  for  the  dollar.  The  Utter 
price  was  held  since  last  August.  For 
some  months  prior  to  that,  even,  milk 
was  selling  locally  for  18  pints  for  a 
dollar.  This  means  that  if  the  price 
advances  to  11  pints  for  a  dollar  the 
consumer  will  be  getting  two  quarts 
less  for  the  sams  price  than  about 
six  months  ago. 

Tho  proposed  advance  Is  directly 
due  to  the  Increased  cost  of  cattle 
food  and  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
labor.  During  the  boom  times  of  1912 
the  price  went  up  to  about  14  pints 
for  the  dollar.  The  cost  of  labor  to- 
day is  about  the  same  as  It  was  at 
that  time,  but  the  price  of.  feed  Is 
Just  about  exactly  double.  The  Mili- 
tary Service  Act  has  very  radically 
affected  the  labor  market  conditions. 

"Dairying  Is  sr  young  man's  Job,  and 
conscription  la  taking  all  the  young 
men,"  said  one  dairyman,  referring  to 
the>  difficulty  of  securing  helpers  of 
the  right  kind  at  the  present  time.  It 
needed  alert,  rigorous  young  men  to 
handle  the  working  end  of  a  dairy 
business.  These  were  becoming  more 
and  more  difficult  to  procure  owing  to 
the  need  the  army  had  tor  all  able- 
bodied  men.

NANAIMO,  Nov.  28.— A  serious  ac- 
cident occurred  last  evening  when  Miss 
Nellie  Rawlinson.  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Charles  Rawlinson,  of  Nanalmo, 
was  knocked  down  by  a  motor  car 
driven  by  Mr.  W.  Edmunds,  and  Is  In 
the  local  hospital  suffering  from  con- 
cussion of  the  brain.  At  a  late  hour 
tonight  she  was  still   unconscious. 

It  appears  that  Miss  Rawlinson 
was  crossing  the  street  midway  be- 
tween the  Bijou  Theatre  and  Clarke's 
confectionery  store  and  did  not  no- 
tice the  approach  of  the  car,  which 
It  is  stated  by  bystanders  was  t re- 
velling at  a  speed  of  less  than  ten 
miles  an  hour.  Neither  the  driver 
nor  Miss  Rawlinson  noticed  one  an- 
other till  only  a  few  feet  away,  when 
It  was  too  late  to  avoid  an  accident. 

Three  lights  at  the  corner  cast  a 
heavy  shadow,  making  It  exceedingly

I  think  that  every  «"«  should 
know  the  exact  state  of  affairs  and 
realise  the  seriousness  of  the  situa- 
tion," 

Far-reaching  Effect* 

The  foregoing  paragraph  relates  to 
the  situation  that  has  arisen  as. a  re- 
sult of  the  strike  on  November  IS  of 
the  employees  of  the  Consolidated 
Company  at  its  smelting  works  and 
refineries  at  Trail.  The  Trail  News 
comments  editorially,  thus: 

"Possibly  some  do  not  realize  the 
far-reaching  effects  of  the  walkout 
which  took  place  at  the  Consolidated 
Company's  smeltery  at  Trail  on  No- 
vember 15 — a  week  ago  yesterday. 
Not  only  were  some  1,600  men  direct- 
ly affected  at  the  Trail  works  alone, 
but  a*  many  more  probably  at  the 
company's  several  mines  at  Rowland, 
Xlmeerley  and  other  place*  Then 
the  Blocan,  Bast  Kootenay  and  Revel- 
stoke  mines  rely  on  this  smeltery  as 
a  market  for  their  ores — and  they 
must  necessarily  shut  down — as  well 
as  some  30  American  mines,  and  some 
in  Ontario.  Manitoba,  Alberta  and  the 
Yukon.  Altogether  about  ISO  mines 
are  adversely  affected. 

"It  has  been  estimated  that  upward 
of  1,000  men  are  directly  thrown  out 
of  employment,  affecting-  say  some 
20,000  people  all  told.  Economically 
It  means  a  monetary  loos  to  the  Koot- 
enays  of  arojmd  $600,000  a  month  in 
payrolls,  the  railway  lines,  steamboat 
traffic  and  all  Inter-related  business 
the  pinch  more  and  more  as 
the  days  pass. 

"Thus  the  walk-out  for  an  eight- 
hour  day  spells  stagnation  to  this  en- 
tiro  interior  community,  and  it  will 
naturally  continue  to  grow  more  acute 
as  time  goes  on  If  a  solution  cannot 
b*  found. 

"It  is  most  earnestly  to  be  hoped 
that.  In  some  satisfactory  manner  to 
all  concerned,  a  way  out  of  the  diffi- 
culty may  be  found — some  common 
ground  located  as  a  basis  upon  which 
the  opposing  Interests  may  get  to- 
gether and  formulate  an  agreement 
We  believe  that  such  a  ground  ia 
discoverable  and  that,  sooner  or  later, 
it  will  be  brought  out  and  acted  on.  A 
little  give  and  take  often  goes  a  long 
way."  * 

The  Men's  Side  of  the  Dispute 
The  Press  Committee  of  the  Trail 
Trades  and  Labor  Council  has  caused 
to  be  published  a  statement  addressed 
"To  the  Organised  Labor  Movement 
and  the  General  Public,"  from  which 
statement  the  following  excerpts  have 
been  made: 

"The  difference  between  the  men 
find  the  Consolidated  Mining  and 
Smelting  Co.  Is  one  over  the  eight- 
hour  day,  a  question  that  has  been 
pending  for  many  month*.  On  every 
occasion  that  the  demand  for  an 
eight-hour  day  for  all  smelter  work-, 
era.  Including  the  mechanics,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  management,  there  was 
nothing  but  a  strict  refusal.  Now, 
this  question  of  eight  hours  has  been 
recognised  to  such  an  extent  today 
that  it  exists  In  a  great  many  indus- 
tries, sven  In  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
and  on  th*  Coast  it  is  generally  con- 
ceded to  all  the  mechanics  operating 
In  {the  Industries  that  era  producing 
the  essentials  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  war.  ' 

"In  face  of  the  fact  that  the  eight 
hours  at  Trail  was  only  affecting 
about  460  men.  chledy  mechanics, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  general 
laborers,  and  the  further  facto  that 
all  the  t»«n  responded  to  the  strike 
who  were  not  affected  thereby,  ampli- 
fying that  a  smelter  ehould  under  an 
circumstances  be,  covered  by  the 
eight-hour  day  for  all.  the  shutdown 
of  the  smelter  will  ssrlously  affect  the 
mining  Industry  of  this  Province,  and 
mines  that  are  shipping  ore  from  the 
United  States  will  also  be  affected  as 
well.  This  because  the  strike  is  on 
over  the  reasonable  demand  for  th* 
eight-hour  day. 

"What  real  objection  the  company 
has  to  conceding  our  demand  has 
been  confused  by  statements  that  the 
Mill  and  8meltsrmen*s  Union  have  sn 
agreement  with  the  company  until  the 
end  of  the  war.  Thl*  question  of  the 
no-called  agreement  has  been  consid- 
ered by  them  e»  many  occasion*,  but 
there  was  never  the  Intention  on  be- 
halt  ef  the  men  that  such  a  thing  as 
an  agreement  wa*  ever  entertained! 
between  the  men  and  the  Consoll- 
dsted  Company.  In  the  event  that 
an  agreement  between  the  company 
and  the  men  working  at  the  smelter

HI*  attitude  was  that  a  contract 
unquestionably  existed,  and  he  made 
it  a  condition  that  th*  men  should  re- 
turn to  work  under  th*  existing  con- 
tract   The  *x*cutlv*  m*t  th*  commit- 
te*  of  the  m*n  later  In  th*  craning. 
They,  too,  *ubm!tted    all    correspon- 
dence betwedn  them  and  the  sm*lt*r 
authorities.     The  position,  after  hear- 
ing both  parties  appeared  to  be  that 
Mr.  Warren  a*  strongly  Insisted  there 
was  an  agreement  in  existence  as  th* 
men  denied  it*  existence.    It  wa*  sug- 
gested at  a  conference  of  the  men  that 
th*  existence  or  non-existence  ef  this 
contract  as  read  upon  the  fee*  of  th* 
correspondence  be  submitted  for  de- 
cision to  the  chief  officials  of  the  In- 
ternational Union  of  Mine,  Mill  and 
Smelter  Workers,  which  Is  In  affilia- 
tion with  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor.       Th*     suggestion     wa*     not 
adopted.     After  further  discussion  it 
wa*  agreed  that  a  mas*  meeting  of 
th*  men  affected  by  this  strik*  decl- 
*lon  be  called  at  th*  ball  ground  at 
Trail  at  8  o'clock  on  Saturday.'* 
Secret  Ballot  Recommended 
"At  this  meeting  President  Fred  A. 
Btarkey  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Anstie,  repre- 
senting   the    Associated     Boards    of 
Trade,  recommended    that    the  men 
take  a  rocret    ballot '  a*  to  whether 
they  would  or  would  not  have  a  ref- 
erendum vote  by  secret  ballot  to  re- 
turn to  work  and  accept  a  concilia- 
tion board.     This  was  well  received 
and  found  much  favor  with  a  large 
number  of  the  men.     •    .    •    •    • 

"A  crowd  of  some  1,600.  were  pre- 
sent, and  they  appeared  to  be  unani- 
mously In  favor  of  accepting  this  sug- 
gestion, so  much  so  that  a  committee, 
consisting  of  Mr.  J.  D.  McNlran.  fair 
wage  officer  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment,  President  Starkey  and  Mr.  Guy 
Constable,  Creston,  waited  on  Mr.  J. 
J.  Warren  and  submitted  the- decision 
of  ths  men  to  his  consideration.  Mr. 
Warren  refused  to  entertain  the  pro- 
position and  reverted  to  his  original 
position  on  the  agreement  This  in- 
telligence was  conveyed  to  th*  men  by 
Mr.  McNlven. 

Good  Result  Expected 
"It  is  very  satisfactory  to  state  that 
It  to  the  universal  opinion  that  no- 
thing but  good  will  arise  from  ths 
friendly  Intervention  of  the  executive 
of  the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  in 
the  very  grave  crisis  which  has  arisen. 
It  has  been  decided  that  the  district 
executive  of  the  union,  with  the  aid 
of  Mr.  Alfred  Bordsen,  of  the  execu- 
tive board  of  the  International  Union 
of  Mine.  Mill  and  Smelter  Workers, 
are  to  take  steps  to  induce  the  men 
to  return  to  work  and*- then  submit 
their  side  of  the  controversy  to  the 
conciliation  board.  Should  this  fall 
of  satisfactory  results  the  executive  of 
the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  are  tir 
a  position  to  state  that  a  commission 
will  bo  appointed  from  Ottawa  with 
power  to  deal  with  the  situation  as  a 
whole.

Although  absent  from  work  for  six 
months  through  sever*  Injuries  he 
received  In  the  Wallace  shipyards. 
North  Vancouver,  Mr.  Donald  Ander- 
son claim*  th*  Workmen'*  Compensa- 
tion board  has  only  partially  paid 
his  claim  and  all  efforts  to  secure 
what  Is  due  him  have,  so  far.  proved 
unavailing.  On  January  12  Ander- 
son wa*  struck  In  his  abdomen  with 
a  piece  of  timber  going  through  a 
sweat  box.  When  knocked  down  he 
sustained  a  severe  Injury  to  the  back 
of  hi*  head  which  required  six 
stitches.  He  entered  th*  Harbor 
View  Sanitarium  Immediately  after 
the  accident  and  wa*  operated  upon 
on  February  t.  He  left  the  hospital 
on  February  St.  A  few  days  later  he 
suffered  a  rstopas  and  enured  Bt.

"MY  FOUR  YEARS  IN  GERMANY 

American  Ambassador's  Experience*  at  German  Court  Until  Entrance  of  the  United  State*  Into  the  Great  War

Crowd  Smashes  Windows  in  British  Embassy —

word  that  the  Germans  use  when 
they  are  especially  angry  and  which 
Is  supposed  to  convey  the  utmost 
contempt.  This  word  Is  "pful,"  and 
has  a  peculiar  effect  when  hissed  out 
from  thousands  of  Teutonic  throats. 
As  we  left  the  outskirts  ot  the 
crowd  a  man  of  respectable  appear- 
ance Jumped  on  the  running  board 
of  the  automobile,  spat  at  me,  say- 
ing "Pfui!"  and  struck  Harvey  In  the 
face  with  his  hat.  1  stopped  the  au- 
tomobile. Jumped  out  and  chased  this 
man  down  the  street  and  caught  him. 
Then  my  German  footman  came  run- 
ning up  and  explained  that  I  was  the 
American  Ambassador  and  hot  an 
Englishman.  The  man  who  struck 
Harvey  thereupon  apologized  and 
gAve  his  card.  He  was  a  .Berlin  law- 
yer, who  came  to  the  Embassy  next 
morning  and  apologised  again  for  his 
"mistake." 

The  following  day,  August  5,  I 
spent  part  of  the  time  taking  over 
from  Sir  Edward  the  British  inter- 
ests. Joseph  C.  Grew,  our  first  sec- 
retary, and  I  went  tj>  the  British  Em- 
bassy, seals  were  placed  upon  the  ar- 
cblyes,  and  we  received,  such  instruc- 
tions and  information  as  could  be 
given  us  with  reference  to  the  British 
subjects  in  Germany,  and  their  inter- 
ests. The  British  correspondents  were 
collected  In  the  Embassy  and  permis- 
sion was  obtained  for.  them  to  leave 
on  the  Embassy  train.     - 

During  the  day  British'  subjects; 
without  distinction  as  to  age  or  sex. 
were  seized,  wherever  found,  and  sent 
to  the  fortress  of  Spandau.  I  remon- 
strated with  Von  Jagow  and  told  him 
that  was  a  measure  only  taken  In  the 
Middle  Ages,  and  I  believe  that  he 
remonstrated  with  the  authorities 
and  arranged  for  a  cessation  -of  the 
arbitrary  arrests  of  women. 

Frederick  W.  Wile,  the  well-known 
American  correspondent  of  The  Lon- 
don Dally  Mail,  was  to  go  out  also 
with  the  British  party,  on  the  ground 
that  he  had  been  a  correspondent  of 
a  British  newspaper.  In  the  evening 
I-  went  to  the  Foreign  Office  to  get  ins 
passport,  and  while  one  ,  of .  the  de- 
partment chiefs  was  signing  the  pass- 
port he  stopped  In  the  middle  of  his 
signature,  threw  down  the  pen  on 
the  table  and  said  he  absolutely  re- 
fused to  sign  a  passport  for  Wile  be- 


AFTER  I  had  bidden  farewell  on 
August  4  to  the  departing 
French  Ambassador,  Jules  Cambon,  I 
went  for  a  walk  about  Berlin,  soon 
becoming  involved  In  the  great  crowd 
In  front  of  the  British  Embassy  on 
the  Wilhelmstrasse.  The  crowd  threw 
stones  and  other  missiles  and  man- 
aged to  break  all  the  windows  of  the 
Embassy. 

The  Germans  charged  afterwards 
that  people  In  the  embassy*  had  in- 
furiated the  people  by  throwing  pen- 
nies to  the  crowd.  I  did  not  see  any 
occurrences  of  this  kind.  As  the  Un- 
ter  den  Linden  and  the  Wllhelm  Plats 
are  paved  with  asphalt  the  crowd 
must  have  brought  the  missiles  which 
they  used  with  them,  with  the  pre- 
meditated design  of  smashing  the 
jassy  windows. — A  few  mounted 
police  made  their  appearance,  but 
were  at  no  time  in  sufficient  num- 
bers to  hold  the  crowd  in  check. 
Hunting  of  British  Correspondents 
Afterward  I  went  around  to  the 
Unter  den  Linden,  where  there  was  a 
crowd  in  front  of  the  Hotel  Adlon. 
A  man  standing  on  the .  outskirts  of 
the  crowd  .begged  me  not  to  go  Into 
the  hotel,  as  he  said  the  crowd  was 
looking  for  English  newspaper  cor- 
respondents. 

8o  threatening  was  the  crowd  to- 
ward the  English  correspondents  that 
Wile ;  rang  up  the  porter  of  the  Em- 
bassy after  we  had  gone  to  bed,  and, 
not  wishing  to  disturb  us,  he  occu- 
pied the  lounge'  In  the  porter's  room. 
Believing  that  possibly  the-  British 
Embassy  might  be  in  such  a  condi- 
tion ,  that  Sir  Edward  Goshen, .  the 
British.  Ambassador,  might  not  care 
to  spend  the  night  there,  I  ordered 
an  automobile  and  went  up  through 
the  crowd  which  still  choked  the 
Wilhelmstrasse,  with  Roland  Harvey, 
the  second  secretary  to  the  British 
Embassy.  Sir  Edward  and  his  sec- 
retaries were  perfectly  calm  and  po- 
litely declined  the  refuge  which  I  of- 
fered them. In  our  Embassy.  I  chat- 
ted with  them. for  s  while,  and,  as  i' 
was  starting  to  leave,  a  servant  told 
me  that  the  crowd  In  the  street  had 
greatljftftncreased  and  were  watching 
my  automobile.  I  sent  out  word  by 
the  servant  to  open  the  automobile, 
as  it  was  a  landau,  and  tell  the 
chauffeur,  when  I  got  In,  to  drive 
very  slowly.  ,  » 

I  drove  slowly  through  the  crowd,  cause  he  hated  him  so  and  because 
only  assailed  by  the  peculiar  hissing  f  be  believed  he  had  been  largely  in- 
strumental In  bringing  about  the  war. 
Of  course,  this  latter  statement,  was 
quite  ridiculous,  but  it  took  me  some' 
time  before  I  could,  persuade  this 
German  official  to  calm  his  hate  and 
complete  his  signature. 

I  have  he.ard  a  few  persons  say 
that  Wile  was  unduly  fearful  of  what 
the  Germans  might  do  to  him,  but 
the  foregoing  incident  shows  that  his 
fears  were  well-grounded,  and  know- 
ing of  this  incident,  which  I  did  not 
tell  him,  I  was  very  glad  to  have  htm 
accept  the  hospitality  of  the  Embas- 
sy for  the  night  preceding  his  de- 
parture. 

He  was  perfectly  cool,  although 
naturally  pleased  when  I  informed 
him  that  his  departure  had  been  ar- 
ranged. 

Sir  Edward  and  his  staff  and  the 
British  '  correspondents  left  next 
morning  early,  about  6  oclock.  No 
untoward  incidents  occurred  at  the 
time  of  their  departure,  which  was, 
of  course,  unknown  to  the  populace 
of  Berlin. 

During  these  first  days  there  was 
a  great  spy  excitement  in  Germany. 
People  were  seized  by  the  crowds  in 
the  streets;  In  some  instances,  on  the 
theory  that  they  were  French  or 
Russian  spies,  they  were  shot.  For- 
eigners were  in  a  very  dangerous  sit- 
uation throughout  Germany,  and 
many  Americans  were  subjected  to 
arrest  and  indignities. 

A  curious  rumor  spread  all  over 
Germany  to  the  effeet.  that  automo- 
biles loaded  with  French  gold  were 
being  rushed  across  the  country  to 
Russia.  Peasants  and  gamekeepers 
and  others  turned  out  on  the  roads 
with  guns,  and  traveling  by  automo- 
bile became  exceedingly  dangerous. 
A  German  countess  was  shot,  an  offi- 
cer wounded  and  the  Duchess  of  Rat- 
ibor  was  shot  In  the  arm.  It  was 
some  time  before  the  excitement  was 
allayed,  and  many  notices  were  pub- 
lished in  the  newspapers  before  this 
mania  was  driven  from  the  popular 
brain. 

There  were  rumors,  also,  that  Rus- 
sians had  poisoned  the  Muggel  Sea 
the  lake  whence  Berlin  draws  part 
of  Its  water  supply.  There  were  con- 
stant rumors  throughout  Germany  of 
the  arrest  of  Russian  spies  disguised 
as  women. 

Many  Americans  were  detained  un- 
der a  sort  of  arrest  In  their  hotels. 
Among  these  were  Archer  Hunting- 
ton and  his  wife,  Charles  H.  Sherrill 
formerly  our  Minister  to  Argentina,' 
and  many  others.
